NINE MILLIONS 


IS FLOOD LOSS 
NEAB PilTSBURG 


Pittsburg, 
March 16—The flood 


here is subsiding rapidly today. Zi 
9 o'clock the marks showed 22.2. The 
maximum was 36.2. Thousands are 
homeless, hundreds are hungry. The 
loss will run into the millions. Forty 
blast furnaces with an output of 19,- 
000 tons a day are out of business. 


Pittsburg, Pa., March 16.—Flood 


losses in Allegheny county are sum- 
marized as follows: Loss in output of 
steel mills, $3,000,000; loss in output 
of other industries, $2,000,000; loss in 
wages of employes, $1,837,000; esti- 
mated damage to industrial plants, 
$2,500,000; total, $9,337,000. With tha 
rapid receding of the Monongahela, 
Allegheny and Ohio rivers, conditions 
are fast assuming normal proportions, 
and the most destructive flood in the 
history of the city is at an end. 


Thirty large blast furnaces in this 


city are out of commission on account 
of the flood. It is said here that the 
suspension will cause a scarcity in 
iron. 


The power from the plants of the 


Allegheny Light company was turned 
into the trolley wires Friday night in 
an 'effort to maintain streetcar ser- 
vice. As a result Pittsburg was in 
darkness. It is also stated by the 
management of the Pittsburg Rail- 
ways company that it will be at least 
a week before the streetcar system 
is in order. 


Wheeling Cut Off. 


Wheeling, W. Va., March 16.-—The 


crest of the flood passed this city be- 
fore midnight. The city and sur- 
rounding towns on both sides of the 
rirer are completely cut off. Every 
foot of Wheeling island is submerged 
and 7,000 residents have been iriven 
to upper floors. It is estimated 5,000 
homes are flooded, affecting 23,000 
people. The property loss will reach 
$500,000. 
One fatality is reported. 


Boatmen are charging extortionate 
prices for rescuing marooned resi- 
dents. 
All newspapers have tempo- 


rarily suspended and last night the 
city was in darkness. 


Ravages of the Flood. 


Parkersburg, W. Va., March 16.—. 


Parkersburg is suffering as she never 
Buffered before from the ravages of a 
flood. With a stage o* 50 feet, the 
Ohio river continues to rise slowly, 
and.at least another foot is expected. 
For the first time since the waters 
came up the city is in darkaess. 
Streetcar traffic is demoralized and 
trains are not either running into or 
from the city. Thousands of people 
are homeless and without food. 


IN OHIOJOWNS. 


Lives Lost and Property Destroyed. 


Eleven Dead !n Athens County. 
Athens, O.. March 16.—The raging 


waters of the Hocking river have 


claimed seven lives in this city and 
four elsewhere in the county, and for 
several days Athens has been cut off 
from the world, telephone and tele- 
graph wires all being down. Commu- 
nication by telephone has been re- 
stored. Those drowned in Athens are: 
Ed Sweet, single; Albert Sweet, mar- 
ried, painter; Mr. Turner and wife; 
Mr. Young; Charles Beahrs, 
hack 


driver; Otto Earth, a miller. All the 
persons, with the exception of Earth, 
were in one skiff, the boat being in 
charge of Ed Sweet and Beahrs when 
it was capsized. The other drowninga 
occurred at Nelsonville, where three 
lost their lives, and one at Trimble. 
The roadway of the Baltimore & Ohio 
railway north of the river broke, al- 
lowing the waters to rush into the 
city. Fifty houses were swept away, 
and 50 more are tottering on their 
foundations. A thousand persons are 
homeless and are being cared for in 
churches and halls. 


Loss to Morgan Lines. 


Columbus, O., March 16.—M. S. Con- 


nors, general superintendent of the 
Hocking -Valley, the Toledo & Ohio 
Central, the Kanawha -& Michigan and 
the Zanesville & Western railways, 
estimated 
the damage by flood to 


those lines v in southern Ohio at about 
?100,000. The Hocking Valley is un- 
able to run trains south of Enterprise, 
the Ohio Central is blocked at Corn- 
ing and the Kanawha & Michigan is 
tied up both in Ohio and West Vir- 
ginia by the high water. 
Through 


train service on the Zanesville & 
Western has been restored. 


Ten Lives Lost. 


Steubenville, O., March 16. — Ten 


members of two foreign families are 
reported at Mingo Junction to have 
been drowned in the flood. Their 
houses floated away. Every house on 
the east side of Mingo Junction is sub- 
merged, and 1,000 persons there are 
homeless. 
Flood sufferers are being 


sheltered and fed in lodge rooms and 
Bchoolhouses. At Empire every house 
but three is submerged, and 500 per- 
rons are homeless. 


Worst Since 1888. 


Marietta, O., March 16.—This sec- 


tion is in the grasp of the worst flood 
Bince 1888, the water reaching a stage 
of 49.5 feet, flooding the main street to 
a depth of 15 feet and causing heavy 
loss. The rivers both rose so rapidly 
and with such little warning that 
many merchants ani manufacturers 
were caught unprepared, and they will 
be heavy losers. Th« courthouse and 
city hall are under water. The resi- 
dence district in the lowlands presents 
a sorrowful night, many families being 
homeless. Fully 5,000 people have 
been driven from their homes. 
All 


branches of the fire department were 
driven to higher ground. Two deaths 
were reported. Frank Gilpin, whose 
wife and fami'lj are floodbound, fell 
from a small boat and -nas drowned. 
Frank Hunter, a teamster, while help- 
ing move people from the flooded dis- 
trict, met a similar fate. 


that the waters at the headwaters of 
the Ohio river are receding, Weather 
Forecaster Bassler predicts that the 
flood of last January will be exceeded 
at many points in the Cincinnati dis- 
trict.

J. \V. Johnson, who was 
reindicted on the charge foimerly 
brought against him, because thp first 
indictment charging him with attempt

by anonymous letters to influence the 
decision of circuit court in the ouster 
case begun by his predecessor, Mark 
Slater, was thrown out of court on 
technical defects, is one of the three 
surviving appointees of Governor Pat- 
tison, and is the Democratic official 
accused. The present indictment is 
presumed by the prosecuting attorney 
to" cure the defects found in the first 
presentment. 


Lawson E. Emerson, who resigned 


recently from the office of clerk of su- 
preme court, was twice elected to that 
office on the Republican state ticket.

In Ohio. At the good roads conven- 
tin jubt held in Pittsburg, with over 
2,500 delegates from 38 states, Sam 
Houston, Ohio's commissioner of high- 
ways, was one of the speakers. Among 
other things Mr. Houston said: 


"Soon after the organization of Ohio 


as a state, that is in 1804, a law was 
passed providing for and appropnating 
state money to be expended in 
the 


opening of certain specifically named 
state roads. This act stood alone for 
nearly a Century as the only recogni- 
tion of the fact that the state owed 
anything to the locality in the matter 
of public road improvement, except so 
far as was necessary to legalize by 
legislative action the proceedings of 


in the early nineties, the outg.owth 
of wheel travel, was felt in Ohio and 
a committee of investigation was 
named by the general assembly. The 
matter vv as dropped with the report of 
the committee which was 
adverse, 


using as expressive of the result of 
the investigation the words ''Masterly 
inactivity" as desirable on the part 
of the state. No further action was 
taken until 1904, when a committee of 
the lesislature called a good roada con- 
vention. The result ot that conven- 
tion was the passage of the acts es- 
tablishing. and providing for the opera- 
tion of a state highway department."

Tfce Saint's Hymn of Thanksgning • 
For His 
Miraculous Deliverance. 


C 


ONNECTED with the important 


event of St. Patrick's preaching 
at Tarah there is still preserved 


an ancient document, a hymn com- 
posed by St. Patrick and first written 
by St Evin in the year 623. Leogaire, 
the son of Niall, the king, hostile to St. 
Patrick, Invited him to Temoria—i. e., 
Temur or Tarah—promising to make 
a public profession of Christianity in 
the presence of the nobles of his king- 
dom.~ Along the road by which the 
saint was to pass he arranged various 
schemes for destroying him. St. Pat- 
tick, accompanied by eight of bis disci- 
ples, became aware by Divine revela- 
tion of the evil intentions of his ene- 
mies, who saw the Christians when 


they passed them not as men, but as 
deer. Owing to this circumstance St. 
Patrick's hymu, composed alterjiis mi- 
raculous deliverance, was called "Fith 
fiadha"—i. e., wild deer. The original 
manuscript of th'e hymn is in the libra- 
ry of Trinity college, Dublin. 


The following is a condensed met- 


rical translation of the hymn from the 
original Gaelic: 


At Tarah I today invoke the powei of Trinity, 
The God cf elements, in whom my trast ivi3 constant be, 
Between me and the pagan powers and demons now 1 place 
The -virtue of the birth of Christ, with his baptismal ciace, 
The \irtuc of his death and tomb, his risirs from ths crave, 
Ascension and the judgment, where mercy all must crave. 
I place between me and the powers that menacs me with 


wrons 


The virtues cf the seraphims and ell the angel throne. 
The hope cf life surviving death, of heaven zs my rev. ard. 
The icvccations of tte sainb. which God will not discard. 
The prophets' laic, apostles' work, iJs« doctrines of my creed. 
The purity of virgins and every jaa man's deed 
J place between me and those powers in this my hour ot 


need. 


I humbly pray that God will guide my footsteps here today; 
That every element?! fcr^e and qii^Ity may slay 
Between me and my cn:cl foes and guard me oa m> way. 
May aD the attributes cf God preserve me from all harm. 
His word me qirt with eloquence, which annex's may alarm 


May aft* the hccts of Cod me guard' egiinst tVc demons' wiles, 
Against all passions and all thoaehls -which mind of man 


defks. 


I ptce all tMnjs tha' wcrt i\.r cood between me and the wrong 
Gainst Druid's snares and woman's wiles and all the pagan 


throng. 


May Christ be ever at my side, within me still abide. 
And be with all *.vho speak to me to succor and to cuide. 
Salvation cccc'J: from the Christ: salvation is the Lord's. 
May God's salvation be with us and guard from demon

ONNECTED with the important 


event of St. Patrick's preaching 
at Tarah there is still preserved 


an ancient document, a hymn com- 
posed by St. Patrick and first -written 
by St .Evin in the year 625. Leogaire, 
the son of Niall, the king, hostile to St. 
Patrick, invited him to Temoria—i. e., 
Temur or Tarah—promising to make 
a public profession of Christianity in 
the presence of the nobles of his king- 
dom." Along the road by which the 
saint was to pass he arranged various 
schemes for destroying him. St. Pat- 
rick, accompanied by eight of his disci- 
ples, became aware by Divine revela- 
tion of the evil intentions of bis ene- 
mies, who saw the Christians when 


they passed them not as men, but as 
deer. Owing to this circumstance St. 
Patrick's hymn, composed aJterjiis mi- 
raculous deliverance, was called "Fith 
fiadha''—i. e., wild deer. The original 
manuscript; of. the hymn is in the libra- 
ry of Trinity college, Dublin. 


The following is a condensed met- 


rical translation of the hymn from the 
original Gaelic: 


At Tarah 1 today invoke the powei of Trinity, 
The God of elements, in whom my trust wifl constant be. 
Between me and the pagan powers and decons now I place

EVELYN CALLED TO THE STAND 


Copy of Affidavit Miss Nesbit Is Al- 
leged to Have Signed — Alienists 
Declare Thaw Sane the Night of 
the Tragedy. 


New York, March 16.—In the Thaw- 


trial District Attorney Jerome se- 
cured from Abraham Hummel his com- 
plete story as to the affidavit which it 
Is alleged Evelyn Nesbit Thaw made 
in the lawyer's office in 1903, charging 
Harry K. Thaw with beating her when 
she had told him that the statement 
that Stanford White had drugged and 
ruined her was not true. When the 
Hummel testimony was offered Mr. 
Delmas made a specific objection to 
each question. 
Justice Fitzgerald 


overruled every objection and Mr. Del- 
mas had exceptions noted to rulings. 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw was called to 
the stand in the effort of the defense 
to keep Hummel silent. She declared 
she had called upon Hummel in his 
professional capacity and to seek his 
advice as a lawyer. 
Stanford White 


had taken her to the lawyer's office 
with that end in view. Justice Fitz- 
gerald declared that admitting the 
proposition of counsel and client, Mrs. 
Thaw had herself waived the profes- 
sional privilege by giving her version 
of what transpired at Hummel's office 
earlier in the case. The bond of se- 
crecy once removed could not be re- 
established. 


Hummel's testimony in brief was to 


the effect that Evelyn Nesbit had told 
him among other things that Thaw 
had beaten her when she refused to 
sign papers he had prepared charging 
Stanford White with her betrayal; 
that he had dictated a statement to a 
stenographer in the presence of Miss 
Nesbit and Stanford White; that he 
gave the affidavit to two of his clerks 
to take to Miss Nesbit in the Madjson 
Square Garden tower, and that the 
next day the paper was returned to 
him with Evelyn Nesbit's signature 
attached. He kept the affidavit until 
Miss Nesbit called and demanded it. 
He refused to give it to her and 
turned ft over to Stanford White, ad- 
vising Win to have a photographic 
copy made. Hummel first said he had 
himself arranged for photographing 
the affidavit, and that the photog- 
rapher came to his office, A few mo- 
ments later, however, he completely 
contradicted himself on this point, say- 
Ing he did not make the arrange- 
ments; that the photographer did not 
come to his office, and that he had 
not so testified. After Stanford White 
had the copy made he returned the 
original of the affidavit, the photo- 
graphic negatives and the prints made 
'from the negatives to Hummel, who 
swore that he subsequently delivered 
the original affidavit to Miss Nesbit 
and has not seen it since. 


In the 
cross-examination, Attor- 


ney Delmas brought admissions that 
the witness had been convicted in De- 
cember, 1905, on a charge of conspir- 
acy in the same courtroom in which 
Thaw is being tried. He further ad- 
mitted that two indictments for sub- 
ornation 
of perjury are 
pending 


against him, and that one of these in- 
dictments charges him with having 
caused a false affidavit to be made. 
Mr. Jerome protested against the wit- 
ness "being dragged through the hu- 
miliating details" of his trial, but Jus- 
tice Fitzgerald declined to interfere. 
Mr. Delmas asked Hummel if Mr. 
Jerome is pressing the charges against 
him. "He certainly is," said the wit- 
ness. 


Abraham Snydecker, one of Hum- 


mel's clerks, testified that he took the 
affidavit to the tower and handed it 
to the woman pointed out to him as 
Miss Nesbit. She kept the affidavit 
for five minutes and signed it, saying 
fihe had read it through. 


At the conclusion of this testimony 


District Attorney Jerome asked per- 
mission to introduce the carbon and 
photographic copies of the affidavit. 
Mr. Delmas asked that adjournment 
be taken before arguing as to the ad- 
missibility of the affidavit. 
He said 


that after reading the paper over, he 
might not object to its being offered 
in evidence. "Coming, as it does," he 
added, "in such questionable shape, 
we may deem it best to have the paper 
go in evidence." 


District Attorney Jerome also com- 


pleted his medical testimony, Attorney 
Delmas declining to cross-examine any 
of the experts. 
Dr. Flint, who testi- 


fied Thursday, formally was excused, 
and then five other alienists were 
called, one after another. 
Each said 


he was familiar with the hypothetical 
questions framed by the evidence and 
prosecution; basing their opinions on 
these conclusions, they declared that 
Thaw on the night he shot and killed 
Stanford White knew the nature and 
quality of his act and knew that the 
act was wrong. One of the experts 
admitted in cross-examination that 
doctors often disagree as to the form 
of' a person's insanity. Adjournment 
was taken until Monday.

CONFERENCE 


HELD BY THE COAL OPERATORS 


WITH INTERSTATE, COM- 


MERCE COMMISSION. 


Attorney General Will be Urscod to In- 


stitute Proceedings Against the 


Coal Cawyinj; Roads. 


Washington, March 16.—A confer- 


ence which is likely to have farreach- 
ing results was held here between 
members of the interstate commerce 
commission and representatives of the 
coal operators' and coal miners' organ- 
izations in Indiana and southern Illi- 
nois. In addition to a complaint whicft 
is to be filed formally with the com- 
mission, it is probable that the attor- 
ney general will be urged to institute 
prosecutions against officials of the 
coal-carrying railroads in Indiana and 
Illinois for alleged violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust act. It is charged 
that the coal-carrying railroads oper- 
ating between southern Indiana and 
Chicago and the northwest will ad- 
vance about 10 cents per ton the 
freight rates on coal. This advance, 
it is asserted, will affect seriously both 
the operators and miners. 


REASONABLE 


Is Held Published Rate of the Rock 


Island Road. 


Wichita, Kan., March 16. — In the 


United States court Judge Pollock in- 
structed the jury to bring in a verdict 
in favor of the Rock Island Railwaj 
company in the cases of the Wichita 
merchants against the company. The 
merchants alleged that the company' 
rate on cotton goods from Galveston 
to Wichita was discriminative and un- 
reasonable, as it was more than double 
the rate to Kansas City. The court 
held that the published rate of the 
company ie reasonable, and that had 
the company accepted payment which 
had been offered by the merchants on 
the basis of the Kansas City rate, both 
parties would have been liable to crim-

PRESIDENT OF NICARAGUA. 


New York, March 1C—Messrs. Me- 


Crea, Mellen, Hughitt and Newman, 
the four railroad presidents for whose 
visit to the White House J. Pierpont 
Morgan arranged before his departure 
for Europe, met heie, canvassed the 
situation, and decided not to go to 
Washington. It is undei stood that the 
four did not feel that they hart any 
proper mandate from the railroad cor- 
porations to represent them. They felt 
that they could not assume the posi- 
tion of a self-constituted commission 
to formulate or present the views of 
the hundreds of railroad companies 
owned by millions of shareholders. 
They 
recognized that the railroad 


managers of the United States are not 
themselves in perfect accord, and that 
until some method could be adopted 
for securing a consensus of opinion, a 
visit to the president would be idle. 
At the conclusion of the conference 
the various presidents left for their 
homes. 


Stand By the Railroads. 


New Orleans, March 16.—An appeal 


to all southerners to stand by the rail- 
roads for th~ rake of the development 
of the south was made by W. W. Fin- 
ley, president of the Southern railway, 
at a business men's banquet tendered 
him here. He said: "If railways of 
the south are to be brought up to the 
standard required because of expand- 
ing business of southern communities, 
the people of the south must be actu- 
ated by the same spirit of co-operation 
they showed in the early days of rail- 
way building, when communities vied 
with each other in offering induce- 
ments for construction. The day for 
governmental and municipal financial 
aid for railway lines has passed, and 
the many millions-of dollars that will 
be required for additional track capac- 
ity and terminal facilities must be ob- 
tained from private investors."

i The Shamrock, 


Enn's Flower.

ES, everybody 
knows that the 
shamrock grows 
in Ireland, but 
not everybody 
knows 
just 


what the sham- 
rock really is. 
Even in Ireland 
there is much 


•uilTerence of opinion as to the identity 
of the native emblem. Some hold that 
tho shamrock is one plant, while oth- 
ers argue that it is another. Half a 
•dozen plants contend for the honor. In 
America there are some patriotic Irish- 
men who will declare that they know 
«xactly what the shamrock is and can 
•distinguish it at sight, but in Ireland 
several varieties of trefoils or three 
.leaved plants have entered the lists for 
recognition as the real shamrock, aud 
aio man really knows which is which. 


Ab a matter of fact, any trefoil that 


c-oiiies from Ireland is the shamrock 
vhcii it gets to the United States. It 
IM a three leaved bit of green from the 
old sod anif"therefore eminently fit for 
Use in tho wearing of the green. The 
white clover is said to be the most 
popular candidate for shamiock dis- 
tinction, though there \^ also the red 
clover, while the yellow clover, the 
wood sorrel, the bud's foot trefoil and 
a few others present their claims. 
Oh, tho shaTirock, the green, immortal

We have, of course, little clovers in 


the United States, but none of us who 
are Irish will deisn to accept any

so bulky that sometimes it swamps the 
facilities of the New York postoffice, 
and it is estimated that for every sack 
of such matter sent to Mew York ad- 
dresses there are ten sacks addressed 
elsewhere in the United States. 


It is the universal custom for people 


in Ireland to send their relatives who 
have emigrated to America these bits 
of shamrock, so that the loved ones so 
far away from the native sod may 
wear the real green of Erin on St. Pat- 
rick's day. Very often the letters reach 
this country in quite a bedraggled con- 
dition. Usually the shamrock is mois- 
tened before sealing the envelope .in the 
hope that it may keep fresh and green 
on the voyage. Sometimes too much 
wetuess leaks through the envelope 
and smears the address so that it is im- 
possible to decipher it. In that case the 
letter goes to a certain department, 
where it is dried out and an attempt is 
made to read the address. This failing, 
the poor little shamrock ia entombed in 
the dead letter office at Washington, 
where it gives what assistance it can 
in keeping its own grave green. 


It is said that there is practically no 


traffic in the real shamrock in the 
United States. Such specimens of it as 
are worn in caps and hats, in button- 
holes and on bosoms during the anni- 
versary of the patron saint are, as a 
rule, extracted from the letters sent by 
the folks at home. Xo doubt some deal- 
ers now and then get in stock some of 
the real article, but there is so much 
clover in the United States which the 
cows do not devour and it is so cheap 
and attractive that it is an easy mat- 
ter to pass it off for shamrock, except 
in the case of the Irish man or woman 
direct from the old sod, who discovers 
the deception at once. It is the "dear 
little plant" itself which these people 
demand. 
There's a dear little plant that grows In 


our isle; 


"Twas St. Patrick himself, sure, who 


set it, 


And the sun on his labor with pleasure 


did smile, 


And the tear from his eye ofttimes wet 


it. 


It grows through the bog, through the 


brake, through the mireland. 


And they call it the dear little shamrock 


of Ireland. 


The legend is a pretty one, and it 


serves to make patriotic Irishmen feel 
the old thrill of love of native land 
when the day of the revered saint 
comes around. The shamrock undoubt- 
edly is the most famous of all national 
flowers, though the land where it grows 
is not now a free nation. 


In very ancient times the shamrock 


was used by the Irish for food, the 
men believing that it made them 
string and swift runners. The flowers 
and leaves were sometimes ground in- 
to a mc.il. v. hich became a substitute 
for other foods in time of famine. 


There has long been a belief even in 


pngan countries and among the Druids 
that snakes will not go near the trefoil, 
which makes its use as an einbiem of 
St Pptri"k "st"! m™-e appr«pript«* The 
clover in all ages has been held in 
high regard as a Divine emblem, which 
i,s evidenced by the still existing belief 
in the four leaf clover, or tetrafoil, as 
havinc power to bring luck. 


There was a time \\ hen English coin- 


mam'eis punished Irish soldiers for 
wearing the shamrock, but that day 
passed when Queen Victoria ordered 
the Lish regiments to display the 
flower as a mark of her appreciation 
of their bravery in the Boer war. 


The King of Norway served as an

N relating a few of the bravest, boldest and most heroie- acts 


that have come under my observation, I recall a scene at the 
battle of Fredericksburg, Va , December 13, 1S62. -The Army of 


Ihe Potomac had crossed the Eappahannock under very difficult 
circumstances. The opposite shore "was lined with Confederate sharp- 
shooters, and a pontoon bridge had to be laid under the fire of their 
rifles. 


Our own sharpshooters were aligned along the bank of the river, 


hotly engaging the riflemen on the opposite shore, in order to at- 
tract their attention and as much as possible draw their fire away 
from the corps of engineers who were engaged in putting the pon- 
toun boats into the n\er and lashing them together. 


So hot was the fire that rnan\ of the men were killed, and \ol- 


unteers were called for to take their places and carr> on the des- 
peiate woik. And there was re.u!\ response to the call, for. singu- 
lar as it max seem, in almost e\eiv desperate emergency there was 
no lack of heroic spirits, ready to volunteer to occupy the rno^t 
dangerous positions 


The bridge was flrallj coiipletcd and a resim^nt passed quickly 


oxer, storming the banks on the other s-ide. dming baik the ski;- 
mi^h line of the enemj, and taking po^se^«ion of that side They 
^ue quicKiy loiio\\eu u> ui igaut.= and u:\isions, who took pot-^c— 
Mon of the ground and drove t>e tntmy nut of the cit%. back on to 
the hills beior.d, where the arm> of Xorthern Vnginia ha 1 taken 
up its position in battle arrav. Many hours of the day and the suc- 
ceeding night weie occupied in crossing the arm> over on the pon- 
toon brads** 
The troop= then moved out acres' the low ground, 


rind gradually T-conding the heights of Fredencksburg. encountered 
the Confederate forces- who were in very strong positions, partlv 
behind stone walls, whence the:r fire was most destructive and ef- 
fective m checking the Union troops. 


While my command of two regiments was supporting one part 


of the advance line, although not at the moment hotly engaged 
themselves, and the men were lying down in order to e-cape the 
severe fire of shot and shell that swept over the field, Capt. William 
G. Mitchell, of General Hancock's staff, rode up to me and said. 


"General Hancock sends his compliments, and directs that you 


move >our command to the right and enga'ge the enemy in that 
direction." 


This order was given under one of the most terribly destructive 


fires that I have ever experienced. Men were falling rapidly about 
us, and the whis of bullets and the cracking of bursting shells were 
heard on every eide. Men under such circumstances usually display 
some trepidation, excitement, enthusiasm, or emotion of some kind. 
In fact, it is very rare that at such a. time men do not exhibit 


strong feeling, either in their tone of voice or the expression of their 
faces, or do not otherwise indicate the feelings inspired by such 
appalling circumstances. 


But this joung officer was as cool as if on dress parade. He 


showed himself the beau ideal of elm airy, and presented a perfect 
picture of the true knight in action. His voice was as clear and 
quiet as if he were in d drawing-room, or as if he were speaking 
under the most ordinary circumstances. His large, clear, dark eyes 
indicated the cool lortitude that possessed his soul. He had finely 
chiseled features, a spare iorm, dark eyebrows, light mustache, 
and straight, black, uni.suaiiy long hair, and had the attitude, 
appearance and manner of the true soldier 


On another occasion, in the next ensuing desperate battle, whicn 


occurred on the field of Chnm ellorsville, during the worst and most 
de-.ptrate fighting of the second da> of tnat battle, when the Union 
lorces were being assaulted at every point, and m several places 
were being driven back in some disorder, a duel was being fought 
hy two batteries, one on the Union and the other on the Confed- 
erate s.de. near where General Hancock, with his staff, had taken 
station. In the shifting pha«ts of the battle, a division of the Con- 
federate mfantr\ made a strong assault upon one portion of Han- 
COCK » l.nt. anu u Ufcame necessary 101 him lo change the front, of 
one of his divisions in order to meet this threatened onslaught. It 
v.-a=; one of tho^e cases where the element of time is of the most 
\ital importance. 


In this emergence General Hancock turrfed to his trusted aide- 


de-camp, and, pointing to the danger, gave him directions to pro- 
ceed as quickly as possible to the threatened point and change the 
front of the position the; e m order to make a counter attack on the 
enemy. Mitchell, with his soldier's instinct, realized the importance 
of giving the order with the least possible delay; so instead of going 
round to the rear of o.ir own battery, then engaged m the duel, he 
dashed between the two batteries, with a total disrgard of his own 
safety, and succeeded in safely convey.ng the order changing the 
front of the division, and in saving that part of the field from 
disaster. 


In doing this he had to defy the dangers from the shot and shell 


of the Confederate battery as well as the risk of death from one 
of his own side which was then engaging it. Such acts illustrate 
the indifference of some men to personal danger in the hour of 
battle, and the intense earnestness of their devotion to the cause in 
which they are engaged, which prompts them to act with such 
recklps1? daring and heiOism. 


Another Illustration of great coyness and courage under desper- 


a» circumstances was the action o\ ft young officer who was mak- 
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ing a reconnoissance between the lines of the armies of the Poto- 
mac and Northern Virginia. He was looking for the evidences of 
action and the presence of tne enemy, and endeavoring to obtain all 
the mfO"rmation possible concerning the topography of the country 
and the number and position of the enemy's troops. He had with 
him for escort one troop of cavalry. 
x 


After making a reconnoissance for several hours, he turned to- 


ward the Union lines, intending to return by that route; but,"wish- 
*ng to gain still more information without requiring the escort to 
make a long detour, he directed them to return to their station by 
a shorter route, while he himself went by a more circuitous way. 
Before he could rejoin his command he was discovered by a troop 
of Confederate cavalry on a reconnoissance similar to his own. 
The commanding officer, seeing that he was unaccompanied, imme- 
diately gave chase, and a rapid pursuit followed. The Union officer 
was but eighteen years of age; he was well mounted and a light 
rider, and thought he had a fair prospect of escape, especially as, 
in his opinion, his horse could outfoot the troop of Confederate 
cavalry. 


The Confederate commander, however, was mounted on a pow- 


erful thoroughbred, and, soon leaving his troop well to the rear, 
gamed rapidly on the joung officer. As thej struck into a well- 
beaten road, it was evident that it was a race for life. The young 
officer, seeing that the other, who had left his troop far in the 
rear, grained upon him, resorted to a. stratagem to effect his escape. 


Coming to a sharp turn in the road, he passed for a moment 


completely out of sight, and wheeled in behind some thick ever- 
green trees. Springing from the horse, he waited with cool deter- 
mination the approach of the Confederate officer. As the latter 
swept round the turn of the road, the Union officer fired upon him, 
rolling him in the dust Then springing upon his own horse again, 
he seized the bridle of the Confederate charger, whirled round 
toward the Union lines, and swept back over the few miles that 
separated "him 
from them. His own forces, who had awaited his 


return with much anxiety, were much relieved when he dashed up 
to them, leading the captured charger. This Is but one of the 
many desperate encounters which characterized the great war. 


Another Instance of great daring was observed at Malvern Hill. 


This was the closing battle of that campaign known as the "sevpn 
days before Richmond," where the siege of Richmond was raised 
and McClellan changed his base of operations from the York River 
to the- James. There had been six days' desperate fighting, In which 
both contending armies sustained severe losses, but in the end the 
ground was held by the Confederate forces, and the gradual retreat

of the Federal forces toward the James River was the result On 
the afternoon of July 1, 1862, the Army of the Potomac had taken 
position on the strategic ground of Malvern Hill, a very strong 
position overlooking the surrounding country. 


•fhere were a few undulations, but mostly wide fields of flowing 


grain and rich green grass, that in places was from ton to Iifteen 
Inches »n height, presenting one of the most beautiful and pic- 
turesque midsummer prospects that could possibly be Imagined. 
The scattered trees of the open forests in full foliage and the green 
fields Interspersed with flowers, would have formed under ordinary 
circumstances a scene most fascinating to behold. 


The artillery was placed in position, and the infantry was drawn 


up in line of battle along the most commanding crests, preparatory 
to the final struggle of that remarkable campaign. The Confed- 
erate army followed In pursuit of the Union forces after the 
desperate battle of Glendale, or Nelson's Farms, as it Is sometimes 
called. They had taken positions in the stretches of timber some 
three miles from, Malvern Hill. They did not long allow the Union 
forces to remain in Inactivity. 


The first lines that were advanced by brigades, divisions and 


corps received a terrific flre from the Union batteries on the crens 
of ilalvern Hill, but they still moved on up the slope occupit-fl by 
the Federal troops. In these advances and assaults the destru' tne 
work of our artillery was very evident, and when they reach'd the 
Infantry line they were hurled back with serious los=. In one o£ 
the advances made later in the afternoon was a Confedr-r,ite reg.- 
ment led by a. bold young colonel, who moved forward over the 
plain with his command with great spirit. 


After they had debouched from the timber, the artillery cut 


wide gaps m the line, but they close'! in toward the centre on the 
colors, and moved forward with spl€r>«i'l martial spirit As they 
ascended the slope and carne under the scattering fire of the In- 
fantry line, their pace slackened, and they seemed to move with a 
less elastic step, a growing semblance of hesitation, and gradually 
moved more slowly and with less Impetuosity. Impatient at this 
apparent caution and trepidation on the part of his command (as a 
body, not as Individuals; for the regiment was under such splendid 
discipline that not a soldier left the ranks), the gallant young officer 
dashed forward In front of his men, and turning about while he 
waved his hat, exclaimed: 


"Come on! Come on! Do you want to live forever?"

As example of this a dress worn by a girl of perhaps sixteen 


was of white cloth with s, skirt band and short loose jacket of white 
caracal. A black silk frogging and black gimps interspersed with 
little animal heads made the jacket of- this smart; the gimps also 
edging the fur band of the full pleated skirt. 


The headpiece for this dress was a tiny box turban of caracal 


with a high black paint brush and animal head at the left. Large 
felt hats, with the brim sligtly undulated, and massed with loops 
of glistening ribbon, supply, in pale colors, very dressy and yet 
simple headgear. 


The maidenly evening frock is generally designed with an eye 


to practicability, for, of course, there is rarely more than one 
strictly evening frock. Such soft or girlish tjextures as respond to 
shirring, tucks and frills are much used; liberty silk, tnessaline, silk 


muslin and chiffon are prominent among these, the gowns Delng in 
white or the faintest tints, and showing no fussiness whatever. 
Some degree of decolletage ,is used for the bodice, and ^puff sleeves 
vary in length till the elbow is reached. Skirts never train, even 
when a girl has reached the-age of twenty, but fall short of slipper 
tops or else barely touch the floor. -A round sweep, which is some- 
times facilitated by a light featherbone wire at the skirt hem, 
effects the look desired. 


As the light wrap is necessarily a' luxury, only those who can 


afford the expediture nave them elaborately made or in rich fabrics. 
A very ordinary quality of cloth is often used, but the pale colors 
of these and the chiffon or silk or velvet trimmings which begay 
them all contribute to an elegant air. 


White cloth with puffings of the same will realize stylishly if 


the coat is well made and lined with silk. White cleans far better 
than color and even the grades of cloth at a dollar a yard may with 
care turn out a very clashing garment. 


A useful model for the evening coat is a long sacque with a bias 


back seam and slightly fitted sides. The neck of this is cut in a 
slight V, the puff trimming, which runs down the sides edging it. 
At the sfcirt the coat it very wide and trimmed with two or more 
rows of the puffing, while the sleeves may be in^the shape of short 
capes, or else in three-quarter puff form. 


With the cape sleeves, which are scarcely more than shaped 


flounces, put in full, there are undersleeves of lace, chiffon or net. 


Silk cuats made in this way, with lace, chitton or net for the puff- 
ings, are very handsome.

A long walking coat must be faultless In line, and since fur is so 


fae-hionable it must either be fur trimmed or set off with a smart ; 
set A number of the three-quarter coats, the beat models of whl-h 
hang with a sack looseness, show deep collars and caffs in skins of 
a fairly inexpensive nature. 


Beaver is one of these, such a skin showing perhaps unon a 


shaggy wool, while a long haired fur, like fox, skunk or lynx frill be 
used upon a smooth cloth. The velvet and braid-trimmed coats are 
.usually in more fitted styles, for frequently the far-trimmed coat Is 
fur lined, a doubling of lock-squirrel, which is quite Inexpensive, 
going with any skin outside. 


Long haired felts in large flat shapes and brilliant reds, with 


elaborate trimmings of ribbon are some headpieces frequently ob- 
served. Ostrich plumes are enormously employed for chapeaux with 
richer gowns, but for the ordinary neadpiece ribbon, velvet, and 
wings are favorite garnitures. 


In the line of maiden jewelry, some short neck chains in old- 


fashioned link, designs are. pretty for evening wear,: and the newest 
pendant for these is a small topaz heart set in a narrow gold rim. 
This modest ornament, or some other equally simple, and perhaps 
a bangle bracelet, is all the party jewelry allowed a well brought up 
girl. 
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
